the colonial committee, succeeded in 
producing cotton which is graded on 
the Bremen exchange above American 
middling. The Tuskegee negroes have 
demonstrated thai the land in Togo- 
land is suitable for cotton, of wnic-h 
there is great abundance. The only 
.obstacle to the commercial utilization 
of this produc is transportation, and 
especially getting the bales to the 
coast. The colonial committee has 
sent an expedition of engineers to sur- 
vey for a railroad from the coast town 
of JLome to Palime. in the interior. 


Danish Treaty Considered. 


Copenhagen. March 14.—The treaty 


providing for the sale of the Danish 
Weit Indies to the United States came 
op for the first time in open session 
in the folk= thing. The premier and 
foreign ministrr. Dr. Deuntzer. replyi 
ing to Several speakers, said Denmark 
acted in the best interests of the isl- 
anders in negotiating the treaty. Den- 
mark, in fact, was merely receiving 
compensation for -her obligations in 
connection with tte islands. The 
United States had acted in the best 
fai h and with friendliness throughout 
the negotiations. The minister felt as- 
sured the great republic could and 
would give the islands a better position 
in the world than tiey had enjoyed 
before

can iron and Steel association bas re- 
ceived complete statistics from 
the 


manufacturers of the production of 
Besemer steel ingots and castings in 
the United -States in 1901.. -The totai 
production of bessemer steel ingots in 
1901 was S.713.302 gross tons, against 
6,684.770 tons in 1900. showing an In- 
crease in 1901 of 2.02S.532 tons. The 
production of 1901 was by far the larg- 
est ia the history of the country. Of 
the production last year 6.764 tons 
were steel castings, against a. similar 
production in 1900 of 6,467 tons. 


To Investigate Suffrage. 


Washington. March 14.—Represent- 


atire Crucapacker of Indiana introduc- 
ed a resolution authorizing the speak- 
er to appoint a special committee of 
13 members to investigate the suffrage 
taws of the several states and ascer- 
tain whether the right of suffrage is 
abridged or denied in any way.

In addressing this open letter to you, we thereby recognize in you the
